THE SILVER DOLLAR BACK 
AGAIN. 
From thf Indianapolis Star. 
For a long time the silver dollar has 
been a scarce 
article in the transac­ 
tions of retail commerce. 
For some 
of us the sad 
explanation 
might be 
that dollars of any 
kind 
were less 
plentiful than 
could 
be desired, but 
really, as a matter of fact, this big, 
round, heavy coin, the “iron dollar,** 
r 
scornful people called it, gradually 
disappeared 
from 
circulation. 
We 
scarcely knew it was going until it was 
gone. 
Nobody seemed to know exact­ 
ly why. 
The gentlemen 
behind bank grat­ 
ings, innocently supposed by the pub­ 
lic to be expert linancifers, when in­ 
terrogated on the subject 
graciously 
gave out the information that the gov­ 
ernment was not minting silver dol­ 
lars any more, and 
the 
public went 
away humbly. 
Yet this information 
did not seem entirely to explain. The 
theory was ventured that the govern­ 
ment was acting from a philanthropic 
motive by withdrawing the coins from 
use in order to have the wear and tear 
on masculine pockets 
and 
feminine 
purses. 
However, the fact that two 
half dollars or four Quarters, which 
coins seemed 
to 
be as numerous as 
ever, are nearly of equal weight with 
the single coin, weakened this notion. 
It was also vaguely surmised that the 
war had something to do with it. 
The war had. 
It is now 
disclosed 
that the 
government 
melted 
dowrn 
350,000,000 silver dollars in order to 
sell to the English as bullion. 
As the 
government must hold a silver dollar 
for each silver certificate covered by 
it, 350,000,000 silver certificates had 
to be called in. 
To cover the loss in 
currency short-term certificates of in­ 
debtedness were issued bearing 2 per 
cent interest and the government is 
now coining silver dollars again wdtH 
great rapidity and calling in the short­ 
term certificates, 
thereby 
paying a 
debt. 
The Philadelphia mint is issu­ 
ing $5,000,000 a month, the average 
production being 
260,000 
silver dol­ 
lars a day. 
The silver 
dollar 
conveys an im­ 
pression of 
substantiality 
that con­ 
forms to our 
national 
dignity. 
An 
Englishman once wrote a book about 
our country, 
which 
he called “The 
Land of the Dollar.” 
He undoubtedly 
had in mind the 
big 
silver 
dollar, 
which was in full circulation at that 
time, and though he may have been 
reflecting on us rather satirically as 
thinking 
too 
much of the material 
things, we did not take it hard of him, 
for w e, as a people, then as now, spent 
our money for mai>y good causes out­ 
side of 
personal 
gratification.

Cassasa arrested over 10,000 crim­ 
inals. 
Cassasa had a standing assign­ 
ment to guard Presidents Roosevelt 
Taft and Wilson when they came to 
this city, and also 
was 
sent 
to 
Washington to aid in the arrest of 
pickpockets at the inaugurations ot 
three presidents.
